Thousands of workers in.Ohio's big 


steel plants went out on strike today1 
in compliance with the call for a nat- 
ional strike in the steel industry. 


Plants hardest hit in this state were 


those in Youiigstown and; Steubenville 
districts, .and at Cleveland and Canton. 


Many of the biggest steel plants in 


the state were completely, closed down, 
wliile others were forced to 
operate 
only .certain "departments. ..Some of 
.the plants were able to operate all de- 
partments, but on a greatly .reduced, 
scale. 
Thousands of men remained loyal or 


did not go on strike because of wage 
agreements with companies at plants 
Middletown, Eiyria and Lorain. 
As far as could be ascertained there 
were no disorders. .All points report- 
ed picketing but no trouble. .Governor 
Cox had no requests for aid in main- 
taining order and had but litt'le infor- 
mation as to conditions over the state. 


Cleveland reported that some mem- 


bers of the Lake Seamen's Union there 
went oil .a symathetic strike today, re- 
fusing to work on , boats .of the steel 
corporation. 
Toledo reported all sea- 


men: there woridng as usual. 
i 
Union steel workers generally obey- 


ed the strike order in the Youiigstown

The plants of the big steel com- 
panies there closed down Saturday and 
Sunday in .preparation for the strike. 


All but one of the plants in the Can- 
ton district was reported to beoperat- 
ing, although company managers ad- 
mitted that many workmen were ab- 
sent. Union leaders said many had not 
reported. 
Teh big independent plant of the 
Whitaker Glessner company at Ports- 
mouth was -operating at full capacity. 
Company officials said all of their 5000 
men were at work. In Columbus the 
mills of the Carnegie steel company 
•were operating. The American Rolling 
Mills, at 
Middletown were operating. 
That company has an agreement with 
the union, it was stated. 
The 
6500 steel workers at Warren 
were at their posts as usual today, ac- 
cording, to company 
officials • there, 


pending a conference between employ- 
ers and men which already ha dbeen 
arranged. 


Officials at steel plants at Lorain and 
. Eiyria announced that their mills open- 


erf as usual today with practically all 
of their men working. 
Furnaces at

Youngstown, Sept. 22.—The steel in- 
dustry of the Mahoning valley is badly 
,crippled today as.a result of the strike 
which toook effect this morning. 
No 


disorder accompanied ,the walkout. 
A summary of the situation shows 
that the operation of the plants in the 
Youngstown district is considerably un- 
der fifty per cent of normal. 
'Com- 
pany officials admit that many depart- 
ments were forced to close altogether' 
while others are badly crippled. 


Union officials declare the strike has 
already caused practically a complete 
tie up. 
They say it will be complete 


within a. day or two. 
There were no reports of disorders at 


any of the plants Picketing was strong. 
At .the Youngstown Sheet and Tube 
company and the Republic Iron and j 
Steel company; 90 per cent of the men 
are said to have failed to report for 
work. 
The two plants employe about 


.23,000 men. 
Both plants of the Sharon Steel Hoop 


cOinpany, Hazel ton and Lowelville, em- 
ploying about 2,000, closed. 
' At' union .headquarters it was stated 
that the railroad men employed on -the 
inner mill tracks will join the strike 
before night.

See Little In League of 
•Benefit'to U. S. 


In spite of the downpour of rain, a

Hogan of Columbus at the meeting- of 
the Friends of Irish Freedom- held in I 
St. Francis do Sales church Sunday j 
evening. 
The Blessed Sacrament had t 


been removed from the altar to the' 
chapel. 


l"n making an appeal for freedom for 


the Irish people, in that they be given j 
self determination, both speakers ex- j 
pressed their disapproval of the league; 
of nations. 


Her. Father O'Boylan, pastor of thw 


church, opened the meeting by stating 
that he felt if the American 'people 
knew more about the Irish as a nation 
they 'would, love thorn. He said that in 
the English parliament the greatest rep--, 
resentatives, the greatest strategists,- 
those of prominence in literature and as 
fighters wore Irish or of Irish descent. 
"Many are .of the impression in tins 


country that the contention for the.free- 
dom of Ireland is a sectarian move- 
ment. 
That it is fostered by Catholics 


alone.. 
This is not true. 
Ire'and is 


united in its demand for self determin-'j 
ation with the exception .of the county:1 
of Ulster, .in which there are nine coun- 
ties and of these but four are opposed- 
to home rule." 
Father Powers was then introduced- 
and opened his address by stating the 
Irish question was not a religious ques- 
tion, and that the meeting held, was 
not a religious one. 
.He pictured the 


united efforts of the American people 
to end tlie ' war, their unanimity arid. 
uniformity of action, thon, and the dis- 
satisfaction and unrest which permeates 
the country today. He nsited the ques- 
tion "why" and .answered by saying our 
ideals had been shattered. "President 
Wilson, went to TOnrqpe with his ideal- 
istic 14 points, and America.was bnck 
Of him. He returned with a gold brick 
manufactured in England." 
The speaker, then outlined the history 


of Ireland under ISnglish rulo, and re.- 
cite'd the horrors of the panic of 1S-17, 
when over 750,000 died from hunger. 
He gave figures showing the exporting 
of food stuffs from England at that 
time. 
To picture the conditions in Ireland, 


the speaker drew a hypothetical case, 
picturing the seizing of America by a 
neighboring country: 
"Oppression of 


Ireland was not only by Protestant 
kings but by Catholic kings as.well." 


Timothy S. Hogan, former Ohio at-' 
torney 
general 
was 
introducted by 
Father O'-Uoylan. Hogan told those of 
Irish descent to stand erect and look 
ahead. 
"\Vhjen I a masked concerning 


my position on .the league of nations, 
I generally tell my questioners to roac? 
the life of Washington, Monroe, the 
letters of Jefferson, Madison's Federal- 
ists, etc.". 
".Every true Irishman is a true Amer- 


ican, .and nothing shows better the loy- 
alty .of the Irish of America, than the 
valor displayed by them''when they 
fought side by side with English sol- 
diers to win a losing figh,t for ISnglnnd." 
Mr. Hogan then touched on the things 
that have made Ireland deplore English 
rule, quoting from an English. Protes- 
tant historian W. E. H. I.eckey. Jle 
read Leckey's comment--on the .penal 
laws. Mr. Hogari also quoted from the 
life of Lincoln. 
, . 
The speaker in -touching on the pro- 


posed league of nations said the .barter 
ol: Shantung would, go down as one of 
the blackest page of American history. 
"If the best President Wilson could se- 
cure from the nations assembled was a 
promise, find he was .president, what 
•tlnited Suites get in the league of na- 
tions."

! in the city was shut down. None of the steel plants made 
any attempt to operate this morning and company offi- 
cials say no effort will be made to import strike breakers.

The 
preliminary skirmish 
in . the 


great industrial struggle' which opened 
today between the labor unions and the 
United States Steel corporation, which 
directly or indirectly affects a half mill- 
ion wage earnois, produced the usual 
conflicting claims by the generals on 
both sides. 


In the great stragetic centers of the 
struggle, the Chicago and Pittsburgh 
districts, many thousands of workers 
obeyed the strike order, but early ic- 
ports stated that 
comparatively few 


plants had been compelled to close. 
At a large number 
of 
the outlaying 


points officials of. the smaller plants 
reported they were operating as usual. 
Elbert 
H. 
Gary, chairman of the 


board .of directors of the steel corpora- 
tion, refused to make any comment on 
the situation . 
Secretary Foster of the. steel work- 
ers union issued a statement express- 
ing satisfaction with the outlook and 
claiming that reports from outside the 
Pittsburgh 
district showed .that the 


shutdown was general. 


An important feature.of the situation 


was the announcement by representa- 
tives of the 35,000 workers employed 
by the Bethlehem Steel company that 
these men would not join the strike 
pending an attempt to obtain a con- 
ference with the company officials. 


Some of the blast furnaces in the 
Pittsburgh district were banked, but the 
majority of the plants Were in operation 
although admittedly with forces reduced 
from 15 per cent to (J« per cent. In the 
Chicago district, including Gary and 
Hammond, where !)0,000 steel workers 
are employed, similar conditions were 
reported. At Cleveland the union load- 
ers claimed that 15,000 men were out 
and that 16 millls of the American Ste'el 
and Wire company, employing 9000 men 
were closed down. At. Ohio's second 
greatset steel- center. Youiigstown, the 
strik leaders also-claimed that the great 
majority of the workers had struck and 
at Steubenville where three plants of 
the Carnegie Steel company are located, 
it was asserted that all three had been 
forced to suspend operations. 


At the less important points in Ohio 


and 
Pennsylvania, including 
Ports- 


mouth, Warren, Canton, Toledo, Co- 
lumbus, Lorain, Pottsville, Keading and 
Harrisburg, 
officials 
of the

-plants announced that their men had 
remained

Outside the great pivotal states of 


Indiana, Ohio and Pennsylvania, condi- 
tions were reported nearly normal with 
a few important exceptions. At Buffalo 
where the great independent plants of 
the Lackawanna Steel company are 
located, the union chiefs claimed that 
70 per cent of the workers had obeyed 
the strike call. 
At Wheeling it was 


asserted that SOOO men were idle and 
the Colorado Fuel and Iron company's 
plant at Pueblo was closed down when 
its 2000 employes walked out. 


The mills of the Illinois Steel com- 


pany at South Chicago were closed; the 
unions estimating that fl!> per cent-of 
the -1.000 'men on the day 'shift1-had 
struck.

SENATORIAL HYPOCRICY.

entered this war and will be resented 
with a unanimity and an emphasis that 
will permit of no misunderstanding." 


Now the senator votes with Lodge. 


Knox, Borah, Johnson, Harding, et al. 
in the senate foreign relations cmomit- 
tee to amend the treaty to death and 
speaks for separate peace with Ger- 
many, taking- the position that 
the 


terms are too harsh, as does Senator 
Knox. 


The American people may be thankful 


for one thing that is that the Presi- 
dency of the United Slates was not 
also turned over to these opportunists, 
demagogues and windjamers when the 
G. O. P. won in the congressional elec- 
tion last fall. 


IRISH FREEDOM. 


Senator Walsh of Montana, of Irish 


descent and a strong believer in Irish 
freedom, declares that Ireland's chance 
for ultimate freedom lines only in the 
League of Nations, which the peace 
conference could not touch because it 
was not included in the territory of na- 
tions surrendering to the Allies. The 
senator declares 
that 
Irishmen need 


not hope for outside nations to come 
to their aid against England because 
only the United States would be in po- 
sition to do so and that while the 
American 
publics 
sympathy is with 


Ireland, it will never reach the point 
of making war on England. But if tho 
League of Nations endures, 
Ireland's 


freedom will be forced by the public 
opinio nof the world, especially when 
it is made plain that no other notion 
mbay invade Ireland, or gain control 
of that country and menace England's 
safety. 


THE COUNTY FAIR. 


Cattle shows and county fairs were 


originally established to promote good 
stock breeding and other forms of farm 
industry. 
As time went on they be- 


came popular festivals, drawing crowds 
not.merely from the farms, but from 
near by cities. The horse races have 
commonly attracted far greater crowds 
than the fancy cattle and swine. There 
•would be hundreds of people around 
the African dodger and the cane rin- 
ger, to a dozen around the prize bull. 


During late' years more effort has 


been m adeto have these fairs educa- 
tional along the lines of scientific agri- 
culture. 
The agricultural schools are 


apt to run displays of scientific meth- 
ods, and frequently give demonstra- 
tions. 
An object lesson 'to the eye 


will convince a lot of people who would 
forget all they heard in a lecture. 


When an unprogressive farmer sees 


a table loaded 
with rounded ears of 


corn and the statement that it was ac 
complished by use of a certain fertili 
zcr, and when he sees another table 
of few, scanty, and spindling ears pro 
duced without a special treatment on 
tho same kind of land, he gets an idea 
in his head that is apt to stick 
there 


and produce some results. 


Without fun and 
frolic thoso fairs 


would fail to pay the coat of upkeep 


on their buildings. So everyone will be 
glad to have them take on all the jol- 
ity of popular festivals. The cheerful 
harangue of the barkers, the derisive 
yells of the African 
dodger, and the 


merry clatter of the trotters over the 
race course all have their place. But 
the general public's chief interest is 
that they shall stimulate food produc- 
tion, which is now insufficient. So pub- 
lic support for these affairs will be 
much more liberal of they are seen to 
be directly useful in promoting high 
class stock growing, and in disseminat- 
ing scientific standards of crop raising. 


The Licking county fair this year was 


a financial success. Good weather con- 
tributed largely to this result. 
How- 


iver in these days of rapid transit, good 
roads, automobiles and various amuse- 
ments, the country fair must be some- 
Lhing more than it was in the days gone 
by to attract the crowds. In the old days 
the fair was the big event of the year. 
Now it mus tdivide honors with other 
attractions so in order to hold a, place 
and draw the crowds there must be 
real entertainment 
and 
work which 


exhibits. 
Let's hope the new board 


will get busy soon on next year's pro- 
gram .building it to attract exhibitors 
and adding enough wholesome amus-a 
ment to entertain the crowds.

SHING. 


(New 
lork Times.) 
The intrinsic value of a gold sword is 
not great as values go in the war that 
nas been officially declared ended: so 
when Representatives Claude Kitchin, 
"VVillim E. Mason of Illinois, and Thomas 
D. Schall of Minnesota object to the 
presentation of a gold sword to Gen. 
Pershing it is not because they are 
watchdogs Perhaps it is because they 
ike to show disfavor to Gen. Pershing. 
[t \vas only the other day that Mr. 
Schaal made an unseemly attack upon 
the general, from whom he received 
considerate treatment in France, ac- 
cording to his own statement. 


One reason given for this singular 
attitude of the dissenters is that Gen. 
Pershing should not be honored with the 
ift 
of a sword 
because 
something 
more ought to be done for the "enlist- 
ed men." 
If it were left to the rank 
ind file of the army, it would approve 
of the bestowal of a, sword, as a sym- 
)Ol of victory upon their commander. 
The conclusion must be that these wor- 
thies are playing the demagogue. Mr. 
Bchall's case is, however, peculiar. 
When the resolution to thank Gen. 
Pershing for his services was voted on, 
Schall alone was recorded in the nega- 
tive. The general is persona non grata 
to him, first, last, and al the time: and 
as the general has a sense of humor he 
must be vastly amused. 
Ultimately 
the commander of the American Ex- 
peditionary Forces will receive the gold 
sword. All that the little clique of face-, 
makers will derive from their perform- 
ance is ridicule and contempt. 


}REAT BRITAIN'S FUTURE. 


(Youth's Companion.) 
Now that the victory celebrations are 
over, and the peace treaty got out of 
the way, the leaders of British industry 
and statesmanship are taking public 
stock of the actual position in which 
reat Britain finds itself; and they are 
manifesting no little uneasiness over it. 
The premier, speaking before Parlia- 
ment, declared that 
the nation was 


spending more and earning less, con- 
suming more, producing less, and bor- 
rowing itself to death." The trade bal- 
ance runs $4,000,000,000 a year against 
it, and promises to rise to $5,000,000,- 
000. 


Sir Alfred Booth the chairman of the 
Cunard company, is equally disturbed. 
The country is not beginning to pay 
its way. Production is low, extrava- 
gance universal, indolence common, and 
with artificial wages, inflated currency 
and the loss of international trade he 
sees the United Xingdom headed inevi- 
tably for bankruptcy. The fall in the 
market value of the British 
pound, 
which is today worth less than at any- 
time during the war, is clear evidence 
of the financial straits to which the 
war has reduced the country. 
The situation is clearly serious, al- 
though the British people have so large 
a fund of common sense and so prac- 
tical a genius for compromise that we 
look to see them pull themselves to- 
gether, compromise their quarrels, fall 
to work, and little by little put the na- 
tion back upon a secure financial basis. 
Even then it is probably impossible for 
them to regain ,the pre-eminent com- 
mercial and financial position that they 
used to hold. 
The government is trying to reconcile 
certain divergent industrial interests 
and to increase the production of that 
indispensable stuff, coal, has agreed to 
"nationalize" the coal, although not 
the coal mines, and to give to 
the 
miners, through local councils, some 
share in the conduct of the industry. 
The effect of the step will be to remove 
from the cost of the coal the ton royalty 
that has usually been collected by the 
man who owns the coal land, but does 
not himself mine the coal, and—it is 
hoped—-to encourage the miners to 
bring the output of the mines up at 
least to what it was before the war. 
That is the problem which all coun- 
tries face today—the United States as 
well as France and Great Britain and 
Germany; the problem of a diminishing 
production and a constantly increasing 
need. 
The future will belong to the 


nation whose workers first and most 
deeply realize that their own prosperi- 
ty, as well as that of the community at 
large, depends on their industry and 
cannot be achieved by legislative fiat 
or by the artificially high prices that 
accompany the intentional limitation of 
production.

ANTI-SALOON LEAGUE.

The Anti-Salon League did a good 
job in promoting and fostering the pub- 
lic sentiment which finally gave us 
national prohibition. It is the business 
of the proper authorities to enforce the 
XVIIIth Amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States, and that the Anti- 
Saloon Leugue should recognize. Yet 
we read that at its Chicago conference 
this week it decided to enter national 
politics "to enforce the demand that the 
political parties next year nominate 
candidates for president who are openly 
pledged to unreserved enforcement of 
the prohibition Amendment." Such a 
decision cannot be- too severely con- 
demned. It exhibits worse than a woe- 
ful ignorance, worse than an utterly 
unwarranted faith in American institu- 
tions and American public administra- 
tors. There is no necessity for any pre- 
election pledge by a candidate for presi- 
dent to enforce prohibition. The Presi- 
dent takes an oath that "I will faith- 
fully execute the Office of President of 
the United States, and will, to the best 
of my ability, preserve, protest and de- 
fend the 
Constitution of the United j 
States." Does anyone imagine a pledge 
to the Anti-Saloon League would be- 
more binding on a president than his 
oath of office?
